2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a synchronous data transmission system, 
comprising: 

"a sampling clock synchronizing means for synchronizing the sampling clocks of the 
sampling clock generator in the first and second terminals by inputting the output of the 
sampling clock generator in one terminal to the sampling clock generator in another terminal." 

The closet prior art, Ganesan et al. (USP 6,658,250), discloses a wireless communications 
system for communicating data between subscriber units, each subscriber unit comprises A/D 
converter, D/A converter, channel codec, modulator/demodulator, transmit/receiver buffers. 
However, Ganesan fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations of the 
present application. This renders the claims allowable.
